We  continue  in  the  present  number  ot  our  paper 
some  extracts  from  the  Journal  ot  Bur  mi.'Siouary  to 
I’cr.'ia,  relating  to  ditferent  parts  through  which  he 
has  travelled.  » 

MAONKSIA. 

Manisa  (formerly,  and  now  oflen  by  foreigner.- 
calleii  Magnesia,)  is  a  city  «>  ancient,  as  to  bold  a 
place  in  Roman  history.  The  lowest  }>eak  ot  the 
mountain  liehind  is  crowned  by  a  Roman  fortress, 
wlio.se  walls  run  far  down  and  along  the  steep  decli¬ 
vity.  In  its  situation  and  aspect  it  resembles  Rroosa, 
lyiiigntthe  foot  of  a  mountain-range  of  about  tlie  same 
liei:;ht,  tarid  with  a  wide-.-pread  plain  before  it.  Like 
Bnsva,  also,  it  is  supplied  with  an  abtuidnnce  of  e.\- 
ccllent  water  from  the  hills;  in  most  other  respects  it 
appeared  to  me  inferior  to  the  Rilliynian  city.  Its 
streets  are  wider  and  cleaner;  its  liou.ses,  in  better 
order;  its  {xipulation  more  active;  its  market  places 
more  Irustling;  its  whole  appcanincoiiioro  like  tliato! 
a  floirrishing  city;  yet  the  number  of  its  inhabitants 
is  somewhat  less  than  half  of  tlio.se  ot  Hroosa.  During 
the  last  fall,  the  pla«ruc  made  fearful  havix:  among  the 
jKijailation,  at  the  same  time  it  was  cutting  down 
nearly  g(¥tO  daily  at  (Constantinople. 

On  rny  return  to  the  {)o.«t-house,  I  found  6  or  7 
Turks  congregated  there,  who  soon  learned  that  I 
wa.s  an  American,  and  had  many  questions  to  ask 
nliout  the  Xew  World,  such  as,  whether  America  was 
as  larire  as  (Constantinople,  how  ni.any  “  hours”  distant, 
whether  we  went  there  by  land,  whether  wo  had  a 
king,  and  many  others  of  the  same  character.  In  the 
mean  time,  my  dinner  was  brought  in,  and  they  sat 
down  with  rne,  uninvited,  and  partook  of  my  fare  as 
freoly  as  if  it  had  been  offiered.  Eating  of  another’s 
salt  has  always  been,  in  the  East,  a  token  and  jiledgo 
of  friendship.  Soil  proved  with  my  new  accpiaint- 
ances.  They  grew  more  unreserved  and  free,  upon 
my  hospitality,  until  I  seemed  to  be  as  one  of  them.

main  views  concorninjj  the  mode  of  our 
justification  are  found  in  the  vvritings  of  Lngli.-h  di¬ 
vines.  On  the  one  hand,  that  this  great  gift  ot  our 
Ixjrd’s  pa.ssion  is  vouchsafed  to  those  who  are  moved 
hv  (JfKl’s  grace  to  claim  it.  On  the  other,  to  those 
who  by  the  same  grace  are  moved  to  do  their  duty. 
These  separate  doctrines,  justification  hv  faith,  and 
justification  by  obedience,  thus  simply  stated,  arc 
not  at  all  inconsistent  with  one  another;  and  by 
religious  men  especially,  if  not  divines,  will  bo  held 
liothat  once,  or  inditVerently,  either  the  one  or  the 
other,  as  circumstances  may  determine.  \  et,  though 
so  compatible  in  themselves,  the  case  is  altogether 
altered  when  one  or  the  other  is  made  the  clenienlarv 
principle  of  the  (J  spel  system,  when  professed  ex- 
chisivelv,  developed  consistently,  and  accurately 
carried  out  to  its  limit.s.  Then,  what  seemed  at  fir>f 
but  two  modes  of  statiug  the  same  triilli,  will  be  found, 
the  one  to  lie  the  svmbol  ot  Romanism,  tlic  other  of 
what  is  commonly  called  Protestantism. 

“  ft  shall  be  my  endeavour  in  these  Lectures  to  take 
such  a  view  of  justification  as  shall  approve  itself  to 
those  among  us  who  hold,  whether  the  one  or  the  other 
doctrine,  in  an  iinsy.^tematic  way,  yet  fall  in  with 
neither,  when  adopted  as  the  foundation  or  ‘leading 
idea’  of  a  theology.  Justification  by  faith  o.m.y  (the 
very  words  of  the  Article)  thus  treated,  is  an  rr- 
roncoK.v.  jii.stification  by  obediexce,  is  a  drfrrtive  view 
of  (’hristian  doctrine.”  The  former  is  beside,  the  lat¬ 
ter  short  of  the  truth.  The  former  legitimately  tends 
to  the  creed  of  the  rigid  I.iithcrans  who  npjio.sed 
Melancthon;  the  latter  to  that  of  Vasqnez,  Caictan, 
and  other  ultra  Romanists.  That  we  are  absolutely 
saved  by  ohedienee,  i.  e.  by  wliat  wc  arc,  has  intro¬ 
duced  the /iro/icr  nier/t  q/"  goo'/  u'orhs;  that  we  are 
absolutely  s;ivc(l  by  faitli,  or  by  what  f’lirist  is,  the 
notion  that  good  works  are  prejudicial  to  our  salva¬ 
tion.” 

After  stating  that  all  parties  are  agreed  tliat  tliere 
must  be  an  instrument  by  which  justification  is  con¬

One  of  the  performers  revolved  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  without  intermission,  binding  a 
girdle  of  sabres  about  his  waist,  wdiich  swung  out 
glistening  in  the  light  of  the  fires,  and  brandishing 
two  Olliers,  w  hich  he  held  in  his  hands.  The  cele¬ 
bration  W’as  closed  by  a  brilliant  display  of  fire-w’orks. 
Numerous  rockets  were  thrown  into  flie  air.  Images 
in  various  forms,  filled  with  fire-works,  were  drawn. 
Some  of  the  images,  in  which  men  were  concealed, 
seemed  to  be  running  about  of  tliernselves,  spouting 
fire  from  tlieir  mouths,  or  shooting  rockets  from  their 
heads,  or  throw  ing  fiery  serpents'  among  the  crowd. 
With  this  exhibition  tlie  sports  ended,  and  the  multi 
tilde  returned  quietly  to  their  homes.  I  liave  described 
these  light  scenes  of  an  evening,  for  the  same  reason 
that  I  witnessed  them — because  they  furnish  a  lesson 
on  Turkish  customs  and  tfharacler  too  imiKirtant  to  be 
lost. 

After  riding  for  half  an  hour  along  the  base  of  the 
mountain,  we  turned  to  the  left  into  a  deep  valley, 
and  soon  began  to  ascend.  Tlie  roid  was  difficult  in 
the  extreme,  hut  well  paved.  We  passed  many  tra-

“Their  withholding  the  Scriptures  from  the  peo¬ 
ple”  has  licen  too  mucdi  insisted  upon. 

“The  doctrine  of  the  infallibility  of  the  Church  of 
Rome  will  admit  of  a  fair  and  rational  exposition.'’ 

“The  evils  of  the  Latin  service  ....  are  not  so 
great  as  niiglit  be  imagined.” 

Now,  w  hat  think  our  readers  of  these  things  nnd  of 
tliese  men  ]  Are  these  thy  gfxls,  ()  Israel!  Is  it 
these  men  and  their  followers  wlio  are  to  intnxiuce 
into  the  (.’liurch  a  more  excellent  way  I  Wc  have 
heard  much,  and  from  men  of  this  order,  of  the  punish¬ 
ment  due  to  the  Bishops  of  Durham,  and  Norw  ich  on 
account  of  the  reernt  apparent  countenance  which 
they  have  given  to  Socinianism.  But  what  compari- 
.  on  in  error  is  there  (in  relation  to  that  case)  between 
the  prelates  we  have  named  and  Messrs.  Newman  and 
I’crceval?  Is  even  what  our  Church  emphatically 
declares  to  bo  “  the  foundation  of  the  Christian  re- 
liiiion,"  to  be  struck  from  under  her  by  thi.s  Mr. 
Newman,  and  he  be  permitted  to  march  through  the 
land  planting  his  ruinous  heresy  at  every  corner! 
We  say  tliat  there  is  something  greivously  amiss 
liere;  that  tliere  is  a  lamentable  and  most  guilty  failure 
in  Ecclesiastical  disipline  somewhere;  and  we  would 
remind  those  to  whom  the  observation  may  apply,  that 
they  are  partakers  of  this  man’s  guilt  nnd  shame  in 
tolerating  this  and  his  various  other  attempts  to  under¬ 
mine  “  the  foundation”  of  our  Church  and  “  the  foun¬ 
dation”  of  our  faith. 

Blit  to  return  from  this  digression,  it  is  apparent  that 
those  revived  errors  introduced  into  the  Church  are 
the  work  of  the  enemy  to  hinder  the  progress  of

Messrs.  Editors, — In  a  former  coininnnication,  I 
made  some  remarks  on  two  subjects;  one,  the  disturb¬ 
ance  of  kncelers  in  church;  tlie  other,  the  usual  defi¬ 
ciency  of  the  humbler  classes  of  society  in  our  congre¬ 
gations.  I  would  wish  to  say  a  few  more  words  on 
these  topics. 

The  custom  of  keeping  idnrrd  up  in  some  conspi- 
cudtLs  situation  a  list  of  regulations  for  preserving 
orSer  .during  the  jmigrcss  of  worship,  is  a  matter 
much  to  be  desired  by  every  congiogation.  Let  every 
jiioiis  cimrrhman  w  ho  is  thus  annoyed  whilst  engaged 
on  his  knees  in  prayer,  urge  the  addition  of  tlie  lullow- 
ing  regulation  to  every  list,  and  urge  its  enfiircement 
11I.S0;  tor  altlioiigli  every  thing  on  earth  is  done  by  per¬ 
mission  of  God,  yet  we  must  ust'  means  to  aceomplisfi 
our  wishes;  and  let  us  use  peaceable,  hut  some  indexi¬ 
ble  means,  to  ab  ite  the  intolerable  annoyance  of  being 
disturbed  wliil-t  kneeling.  This  regulation  should 
never  lie  forjjottpn :  I'cr.sons  must  not  walk  nlxuit  the 
church,  nor  uiitcr  the  pews,  wliile  the  people  are 
kneeling.”  •  , 

In  respect  to  the  encouragement  of  the  poorer 
people  to  worship  in  onr  churches,  it  is  plain  timt  an 
immediate  increase  would  occur  in  onr  nninerical 
strength  by  providing  seats  for  someof  tlml  multitude 
in  our  towns  and  orien  country,  wlio,  being  unwilling 
or  lUKtble  to  pay  pew’  rent,  rarely  enter  the  house  of 
God.  And  such  persons  ought  not  to  he  seati'd  in  a 
place  very  distant  from  the  pulpit,  but  in  a  situation 
wliere  they  may  hear  plainly  tlie  powerful  appeals 
which  are  now  matle  fniin  our  sacred  desks.  I'hank 
God,  we  have  a  clergy  as  ardent,  as  ehxpient,  as  de¬ 
voted  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  as  belongs  to  any  other 
order  of  Chri.stians :  and  we,  the  laity,  must  do  all  we 
can  to  find  much  soil  for  the  reception  of  tlie  living 
seed.  “  Fas  cst  ab  hoste  doccri,”  (it  is  proper  to  re¬ 
ceive  inslrnclion  from  an  enemy,)  is  an  ancient 
iiiiixiiii ,  and  l  nave  oaen  iliouglii  iliai  iliu  practice  or 
the  papists  in  regard  to  the  seating  their  own  prxir  in 
their  churches,  might  be  imitated  with  advantage  by 
the  vestries  of  the  Episcopal  houses  of  worship.  In 
Maryland,  the  Roman  churches  are  generally  hut 
partly  filled  with  pews,  and  the  remainder  of  the  seats 
are  benches  placed  on  vacant  spots  on  the  tloor.  In 
the  aisles  benches  ore  sometimes  found.  The  aisles 
of  the  cathedral  at  Baltimore,  the  centre  of  Roman 
wealth  and  pomp  in  the  United  States,  are  sometimes 
filled  to  crowding  with  the  poorer  adherents  to  popery. 
Indeed  it  is  but  reasonable  and  politic  that  every  de¬ 
nomination  should  provide  accommodations  for  its  own 
poor. 

The  Church  of  England  is  not  only  a  living  branch 
of  the  (Catholic  church,  but  she  is  in  herself  «  catholic 
churcli.  She'retains  her  sectarian  peculiarities,  and 
yet  adapts  herself  to  all  circiimstances  and  conditions. 
She  suits  the  African  who  worships  under  the  palm 
trees  of  his  bnrrViftg  desert ;  she  is  fitted  to  the  jungles 
of  Bengal,  to  the  frozen  regions  of  the  north  ;  she  is 
found  in  kingdbrtls,  in  republics,  in  the  scats  of  power 
and  refinement,  in  the  wilderness,  in  the  isles  of  the 
sea — the  sun  never  sets  on  the  utterance  of  her  formu¬ 
laries  by  rich  and  poor,  by  learned  and  unlearned,  j 
prince,  peasant  anil  beggar. 

In  the  United  States,  how’ever,  there  exists  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  contravene  the  catliolic  nature  of  this  re¬ 
markable  church.  Here,  the  Frotestant  Episcopal 
communion  is  an  order  chiefly  of  learned  and  wealthy 
persons.  Do  not  w’e  all  ardently  desire  to  behold  our 
church  covering  the  length  nnd  breadth  of  our  land  ! 

I  know  W’e  all  do  desire  such  a  thing;  and  how’  can  it 
be  approximated  w’ithont  embracing  all  classes  in  onr 
communion?  .And  liesiles,  such  a  mingling  of  man¬ 
kind  is  blit  according  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  Chris¬ 
tianity.  In  (tikI’s  eye,  the  soul  of  the  slave  is  ns  good 
as  tlie  soul  of  the  master,  the  soul  of  the  unlearned 
and  unrefined  as  good  as  that  of  the  learned,  wealthy 
and  polite. 

The  minglingof  the  pew-system  with  tlie  frcc-seat- 
system  is  what,  in  my  individual  nnd  humble  opinion, 
seems  the  preferable  method  of  arranging  the  seats  of 
every  church.  This  method  is  indeed  in  existence  in 
many  of  our  churches,  w  here  the  vestry  refu.se  to  rent

And  without  any  efforts 
fur  new  methods,  we  aie  to  abide  by  this  nnd  to  insist 
upon  it.  The  pastor  stands  at  the  door,  not  to  exclude, 
I  hut  to  introduce.  .And  solemn  and  decided  as  he  ought 
to  be  in  n  bukiiig  the  ungodly  and  disobedient,  he  must 
be  esjiecially  careful  not  to  break  the  bruised  reed,  but  to 
'  comfort  the  feeble-minded,  and  to  support  the  weak.  Let 
him  teach  the  convicted  sinner  to  examine  the  ground 
and  reasons  of  his  convictions  with  seiiousness  and  im¬ 
partiality  ;  let  him  sift  them  himself  wilh  proper  caution. 
But  let  him  never  fail  to  show  him  how  the  emptiness  of 
man  is  supplied  from  the  fulness  of  (  hiisl,  and  the  naked¬ 
ness  of  the  sinner,  covered  by  the  coinjilelcnens  of  •

the  males.  Children  ouwht  to  be  placed  by  themselves  j  hut  believe  me 
and  subjected  ty  sii|)erintendence.  The  preservation 
of  order  and  decorum  requires  such  regulation.'!.  If 
three  or  four  pews  were  left  out  of  a  row,  and  benches 
with  low  backs  placed  on  the  vacant  space,  and  one 
«nch  space  allotted  to  men  and  another  to  females,  it 
is  probable  that  in  many  churches  such  seats  would 
always  invite  worshippers  of  certain  cla8.ses.  Free 
scats  ought  not  to  he  fixed  in  a  dark  or  distant  corner. 

Are  none  of  the  poor  deaf  or  of  bad  eye-sight !  Should 
not  some  of  the  wealthier,  the  perfect  in  hearing  and 
sight,  and  the  more  pious,  occupy  the  distant  pews! 

Such  a  distribution  of  influential  and  pious  persons 
seems  more  appropriate,  than  that  they  all  should 
hiifldlo  together  around  the  pulpit.  1  offer  these 
opinions  with  «11  deference  to  the  clergy  and  laity 
who  may  read  my  remarks;  urging,  however,  a  re¬ 
flection  nnd  examinatidn  of  wlrat  may  possibly  be  of 
advantage  to  th«  churdi ;  and  contending  only  for  the 
p^abli^rfienf'of’  Uiis  principle  in  arranging  the  con- 
gregations  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  that  every  minor 
object  is  to  be  bverlooked  for  the  purpose  of  gaining 
the  grand  object,  of  placing  tlie  jieople  so  as  the 
greatest  number  may  be  instructed,  reclaimed,  con¬ 
verted  and  sanctified. 

If  the  Church  of  England  be  viewetl  in  its  native 
isle  as  disentangled  from  the  corrupting  results  of  its 
union  with  the  temporal  power,  a  complete  system  of 
practical  Christianity  will  be  disclosed  to  the  eye  of 
the  observer.  When  I  say  complete,  I  allude  to  the 
proper,  full  sense  of  the  word.

We  found 
out  a  Protestant  church  on  Sunday,  French  preaching  in 
the  morning,  and  English  in  the  afternoon.  Our  guide 
told  us  the  service  was  that  of  the  Church  of  England, 
which,  of  course,  greatly  delighted  us;  but  we  found  at 
once  after  entering  the  church,  that  he  knew  noiliing  of 
ecclesiailical  matters,  besides  the  walls  of  the  church  to 
which  he  led  us.  The  French  Church  (Protestant)  we 
found  to  be  Lutheran,  though  we  could  understand  no¬ 
thing  of  the  service.  There  was  a  congreg  ition  of  about 
150  persons,  mostly  of  very  plain  aftpcaraiice.  In  the 
afternoon  we  heard  in  F.nglish  a  most  thoroughly  Protes¬ 
tant  and  decidedly  evangelical  sermon,  from  a  minister  of 
London,  then  on  a  visit  to  Rouen,  and  occupying  the  jdace 
of  the  pastor;  there  were  about  60  or  70  persons  assem¬ 
bled.  We  were  greatly  edified,  and  certainly  most  deeply 
interested  in  hearing  such  a  sermon  under  such  circum¬ 
stances.  After  service,  I  spoke  to  the  preacher,  who  was 
very  polite,  and  informed  me  that  there  had  been  English 
preaching  there  for  about  six  months.  In  the  evening,  I 
heard  him  again  in  a  small  school  room,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  river  Seine.  There  were  assembled  about  25 
persons.  He  gave  another  exceedingly  profitable  dis 
course.  We  left  Rouen  on  .Monday  morning,  and  reached 
Palis  in  the  evening  at  aliout  8  o’clock,  and  are  now  com¬ 
fortably  lodged  in  the  Hotel  ties  I*rincet,  Itue  liichvlieu. 
My  health,  which  has  not  yet  had  time  for  proving  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  travelling,  is  as  it  was.  My  throat  continues  sore, 
but  in  other  respects  I  am  as  well  as  usual.  We  have  as  yet 
made  no  arrangements  for  going  south.  We  shall  remain 
here  a  short  lime  before  we  proceed  to  Italy.  I  have  now 
said  enough  about  myself;  perhaps  you  will  think  too 
much.  I  hope  you  are  well  provided  for  in  the  church.  I 
have  thought  much  of  the  state  of  things  in  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  and  have  tried  to  pray  for  you  all.  I  do  not  fear  for 
you,  while  you  cherish  a  spirit  of  prayer  and  dependence. 
May  the  power  of  Christ  ever  rest  u[)on  you  all,  and  es¬ 
pecially  while  you  arc  asserfllded  together  in  his  name- 
May  you  all  be  strong  in  the  Lord  when  you  meet  for 
prayer,  and  find  your  hearts  united  in  the  great  work  to 
which  we  are  called.  I  cannot  undertake  to  send  messages 
to  individuals,  such  as  I  should  like  to  send,  for  my  paper 
would  not  suffice.  But  I  can  give,  through  you,  my  love 
in  Christ  to  all  the  brethren.  I  have  many  kindnesses 
(which  I  received)  to  think  of  with  sentiments  of  great 
thankfulness.  The  proofs  of  kindness  and  aficction  which 
crowded  upon  us  Irefore  we  left  Philadelphia  can  never  be 
forgotten.  The  Lord  Ite  gracious  to  all  who  showed  us 
so  abundantly  their  good  will. 

“  After  walking  these  muddy  streets,  narrow  and  badly 
lighted  as  they  are,  in  the  midst  of  crowds  whose  faces  and 
language  are  all  strange  to  us,  I  can  think  of  the  comforts 
and  privileges  of  our  Philadelphia  home,  and  wish  myself 
with  those  w  ho  could  greet  me  in  my  own  language,  and 
in  the  words  of  (’hristian  fellowship.  Though  I  do  not 
see  nor  hear  my  friends  in  America,  yet  1  know  that  there 
are  those  of  them  who  do  not  forget  me  in  their  prayers. 
The  Lord  graciously  hear  the  petitions  which  have  been 
presented  at  a  throne  of  grace  lor  me  and  mine.  After 
my  journeyings  on  these  shores  are  over,  I  shall  go  back 
to  mv  own  happy  land  again,  if  llte  Lord  will  lhat  we  re¬ 
turn,  with  a  livelier  relish  than  ever  lor  the  country  of  my 
birth,  and  the  church,  and  the  society  of  Christian  friends, 
with  whom  I  have  had  communion.  The  perplexities  and 
confusion  of  travelling,  especially  in  a  foreign  land,  are 
unfriendly  to  the  growth  of  grace,  and  of  a  spiritual  mind. 
And  what  am  I  that  I  should  not  need,  as  much  as  those 
who  are  taken  out  of  the  darkest  receptacles  of  depravity, 
slrength,  and  wisdom,  and  puiifying  influence  from  above  1 

“  Give  my  love  to  all,  and  assure  all  of  my  afifeclion,  now 
more  tender  than  ever,  while  1  feel  myself  as  never  before, 
a  stringer  amongst  a  million  of  people,  who  care  nothing 
for  me  nor  mine.  If  we  do  not  meet  again  on  earth  in 
Christian  fellowship,  may  we  all  meet  where  none  will  bo 
regarded  as  strangers  to  each  other,  but  all  as  brethren  in 
one  family,  known  to  each  other  as  redeemed  by  the  same 
blood  and  living  by  the  same  Spirit.”

extract  or  A  LETTER  FROM  BISHOP  CHASE. 

December  5th,  1838. 

I  have  now  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  my  agents  for 
the  purchase  of  lands  for  the  college  at  (Quincy,  and  of  in- 
diviJusIs  residing  elsewhere,  have  been  completely  suc¬ 
cessful.  I  hold  now  for  the  benefit  of  the  inslitulion  of 
religion  and  learning,  which  I  am  now  founding  in  town¬ 
ship  ton  north  and  six  east,  I*eoria  county,  Illinois,  lands 
to  the  amount  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  acres,  besides 
seven  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  which  was  entered  for 
the  said  iixstilution  in  Lasallc  county,  when  it  was  ex 
peeled  to  l>e  located  there.  In  all  3220.  'I'hus  the  great 
ohjecta  are  secured  hy  a  aeries  of  events  moat  perplexing, 
yet  through  the  good  providence  of  God,  resulting  most 
beneficially.  The  college  site  is  remarkable  for  its  health 
and  beauty.

life.  He  was,  what  the  world  acknowledges  to  be  “  the 
noblest  work  of  God,”  an  honest  man. 

In  the  religiou.s  character  of  Mr.  .Ashhurner,  there  was 
nothing  bordering  upon  enthusiasm,  while  it  was  e.pially 
removed  from  every  thing  like  ostentation.  His  pious  af 
fections  were  easily  excited,  and  he  delighted  in  giving 
ihem  expression  in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs, 
but  on  no  occasion  dui  he  ever  suffer  himself  to  he  be¬ 
trayed  into  any  extra vacance  in  word  or  action.  His  at¬ 
tachment  to  the  church  of  his  fathers  was  b.ise.l  upon 
a  thorpiigh  conviction  lhat  it  is  the  Church  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  It  was  nourished  and  coiifirmeil  by  a  long 
use  of  her  incomparable  services;  and  the  admiralile  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  ('hurc-h,  from  earliest  youth,  was  the  form 
in  which  the  most  sacred  exercises  of  his  soul,  in  the  fa¬ 
mily  and  in  the  closet  were  hahilually  clothed. 

About  six  weeks  liefore  his  death  he  coniplaine.l  of  un¬ 
usual  pains  in  his  chest,  which,  it  is  supposed,  were  occa¬ 
sioned  hy  a  severe  cold.  He  applied  to  the  family  physi¬ 
cian  and  found  relief.  Not.  however,  as  heretofore,  did  he 
recover  his  strength  after  depletion.  The  infirmities  of 
age  multiplied  and  increased  rapidly.  Ho  was  barely 
able  fram  this  time  to  go  out  and  come  in  from  short  dis¬ 
tances,  or  to  ride  down  into  the  city  and  bark  again. 
This  he  continued  to  do  until  within  two  weeks  of  his 
death.  As  long  as  it  was  in  his  power,  even  with  great 
exertion,  he  roul.l  not  he  prevented  from  coming  to  the 
house  of  Goil.  When  the  writer  palled  to  see  him  one 
Lord's  day,  after  he  had  been  unalilo  to  gel  to  the  rhurch, 
he  told  him,  with  tears  stan.ling  in  his  eyes,  “  O  Mr.  B., 

I  am  afraid  that  I  shall  not  be  able  to  get  to  the  church 
any  more.”  For  some  time  befure  he  had  been  incapable 
of  following  regularly  in  the  services,  on  account  of  an 
increased  difficulty  of  hearing.  This  was  a  grief  and 
pain  to  him.  “  Bui,”  said  ho,  “  it  will  be  all  well  when 
I  get  to  he.iven.” 

During  his  decline,  which  w-as  very  gradual,  his  min.l 
remained  perfectly  undisturbed.  He  saw  that  tho  time  of 
his  departure  was  at  hand,  yet  it  di.l  not  disturb  him  ;  so 
far  from  being  discomposed  hy  the  anticipated  approach 
of  death,  if  there  was  any  change  pcrrcptible,  he  became 
more  cheerful,  as  if  pleased  at  the  prospect  of  his  ap¬ 
proaching  removal.  V\  hen  asked  from  time  to  time  if 
his  mind  was  entirely  at  rest,  \\\s  faith  firm,  and  his  hope 
abiding,  he  would  answer,  “Yes!  I  know  in  whom  I 
have  believed  ;  for  more  than  fifty  years  I  have  followed 
Christ,  and  he  will  not  forsake  me  now.” 

About  two  weeks  before  his  decease  he  thought  that  his 
end  was  nearer  than  it  proved  to  he.  He  said  to  .Mrs.  A., 
“  My  dear  wife,  I  think  this  is  the  last  night  that  we  shall 
spend  together.”  i?cveral  of  the  members  of  the  famijy 
were  in  the  room  at  the  time  ;  others  had  retired  to  re.st. 
From  those  present  he  took  a  final  leave,  commending 
them  to  the  care  of  his  heavenly  Father.  He  then  re¬ 
peated  the  Lord’s  prayer,  and  gathered  up  himself  to  die. 
'I'hc  next  morning  he  was  better  again. 

During  the  last  four  or  five  weeks  of  his  life  Mr.  Ash- 
burner  suffered  considerable  difficulty  in  breathing.  At 
times  ho  seemed  almost  exhausted,  from  this  cause,  and 
from  the  want  of  sleep.  One  morning  about  four  o’clor  k, 
after  having  enjoyed  an  unusual  rest  for  many  hours,  he 
awoke.  Mrs.  .A.  was  silting  near  and  remarked  to  him, 
“  .My  hushan.l,  you  have  had  a  long  sleep ;  I  hope  you  will 
he  refreshed.”  “  A’es,”  he  replied,  “  but  I  am  much  disap¬ 
pointed.”  “  NVhy  so?”  it  was  asked.  “  Because  (said 
he)  1  was  in  hopes  lhat  I  would  have  awaked  in  heaven.” 

So  long  as  there  was  strength  enough  remaining,  he  as¬ 
sembled  his  family  for  daily  prayers.

;  spake  in  a  whisfier,  as  if  he  did  pot  wish,  to  be  heard  by 
'  any  one  else,  a  pleasant  amile  at  the  same  time  lighting 
up  his  r.vuntenance,  “  I  am  so  gIsJ,  Mr.  B  ,  that  I  have 
I  got  that  little  job  done  up  at  the  church  ;  it  is  just  in 
I  lime  ;”  allu.ling  lo  a  family  vault,  whicli  had  recently  been 
finished,  and  in  which  he  ex|)ccled  shortly  to  be  laid. 

For  a  day  or  two  before  his  departure  he  conversed  hut 
little,  owing  to  the  difficulty  which  he  (bund  in  speaking. 
With  very  slight  intervals,  (during  which  there  teemed  to 
be  some  loss  of  recollection  rather  than  abber.aiion  of 
mind,)  he  was  conscieus  of  v*hal  was  passing  about  him 
to  the  last.

Few  things  ran  convoy  a  stronger  testimony  to  the  au- 
theiilicily,  the  power,  and  the  immeasurable  value  . if  Chris¬ 
tian  faith,  than  the  holy  ronfid.mre  with  which  it  inspires 
the  soul,  purified  an.l  cheered  by  its  intlnence,  as  il  passes 
the  ilark  “  valley  of  the  shallow  of  death.”  F*hilo8<*phy  is 
a(raiil  of  Je.ith  ;  but  Christianity  glories  an.l  triumphs  in 
it.  It  i.s  to  its  chambers,  and  especially  to  the  chamber  of 
the  late  Miss  IIaxxah  Ij.  Witmt,  of  this  city,  illuminat¬ 
ed  hy  the  brightest  beams  of  (Kir  sli.in  joy  an.l  victory, 
that  we  would  carry  ih.vsc  who  would  sec  with  wlial  peace 
the  humble  saint  can  meet  "  the  last  enemy  that  shall  Ik* 
destroy eil ;”  and  in  the  conlemplali.m  of  her  .lying  hours, 
we  woul.l  call  upon  all  who  profess  lo  be  “  partakers  of 
like  precious  faith,”  to  devote  themselves  afresh  lo  the 
service  of  the  Kfd.  emer. 

It  was  the  privilege  of  llie  writer  to  become  acquainted 
with  .Miss  Withy  towards  the  close  of  iier  last  Hirkness. 
He  has  often  been  called  to  u.lminisUr  the  consol.itions  of 
religion  to  the  dying  believer  ;  hut  at  her  hed-side,  il  was 
to  receive,  and  not  give, — lo  learn,  and  not  instruct.  She 
had  for  a  niimlvcr  of  years  heeii  a  pious  and  faithful  com¬ 
municant  of  the  Episcopal  (jhtirch,  an.l,  as  te.stifie.l  by  her 
oiliest  an.l  tno.<t  intimate  friends,  was  distinguished 
lltroughoul  life  by  all  those  lovely  virtues  an.l  grare.s  which 
mark  and  adorn  the  (Jbnstiaii  character.  For  a  consi.lcra- 
lilc  tune  preceding  her  death,  p.ile  ilisea.sp  h.xd  marked  her 
as  its  victim  ;  her  hoitily  infirnulies  ha.l  been  gra.I. tally  in¬ 
creasing,  and  her  sufl’erings  at  limes  were  extreme.  But 
she  was  obviously  ripening  for  heaven  ;  nothing  could 
move  her  habitual  mil.lness,  and  meek  and  lender  patience. 
Her  genuine  humility  and  contrition  before  (rod  ;  the 
deep  conviclion  she  so  unceasingly  exprcs-e.l  of  her  own 
weakness  and  tin  wort  hi  ness,  and  tier  constant  neeil  of 
Divine  mercy  ;  her  joy  in  ('hrist  Jesus;  her  lender  atTec- 
lion  to  her  family  and  all  around  ;  her  resignation  to  the 
will  of  her  heavenly  Father;  and  her  exclusive  trust  in 
the  grace  and  merits  of  her  Saviour;  seemed  to  leave  no¬ 
thing  to  he  done  but  the  arrival  of  lhat  summons  to  de¬ 
part  for  which  she  wailed,  not  merely  with  calmness  and 
tranquillity,  but  the  most  rapturous  aniieip.alion. 

Il  is  doubtless  true,  that  the  general  tenor  of  the  life, 
and  not  the  few  m.rrbi.l  an.l  suffering  days  which  precede 
dissolution,  must  tix  the  character.  It  is  equally  true,  lhat 
in  the  case  of  many  of  the  eminent  servants  of  ('hrist  in 
every  age,  the  natural  operations  of  disease  have  partially 
clouded  the  glory  of  their  future  prospects;  nor  would  it 
have  been  a  subject  of  surprise  if  the  last  days  of  our  lie- 
loved  friend  had  been  thus  obscured.  But  though  no  im¬ 
portance  is  to  he  attached  lo  these  hours  of  fainting  mor¬ 
tality  ns  lo  the  acceptance  an.l  final  triumph  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian,  yet  where  it  pleises  Go.1  to  afford  his  departing  ser¬ 
vant,  as  in  the  instance  hef.iro  us,  such  a  measure  of  faith 
an.l  holy  confidence  as  to  cl.tso  a  most  consistent  life  in  a 
manner  which  partakes  more  of  the  eharaeler  of  a  trans¬ 
lation  than  of  that  awful  struggle  whieh  often  m  irks  the 
s  paration  of  soul  an.l  boily,  we  feel  ealle.!  upon  to  record 
it  with  gratitude,  and  to  use  it  with  humility  for  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  our  own  faith  an.l  joy. 

Her  mortal  remains  were  committed  to  their  native 
dust,  in  sure  and  certain  hope  of  a  glorious  resurrection, 
on  Sunday  last,  the  20lh  inst.,  and  never  did  llie  writer 
more  sincerely  ort'er  up  to  God  the  thanksgiving  in  the  bu¬ 
rial  service,  “  for  llie  goml  examples  of  all  those  hts  scr- 
vs:i!s.  who,  having  finished  their  course  in  (ailh,  do  now 
rest  from  their  labours.”  J.  L.
